CRAZED BY_REMORSE. 


A Man Gives Himself Up for a Mnrder 


Committed Tivo Years Ago. 


CINCINNATI, June 29,—A murderer, 


almost crazed by remorse, gave him- 
self up to the authorities at Central 
police station Friday noon. 


The prisoner is John Btickton, a 


brother of Win. Kuckton, whose brutal 
murder of Gus Wiehe at the Sherman 
club, in Camp Washington, a 
few 


years ago, is still fresh in the minds of 
the public. 


On March 21, two years ago, John 


Buckton had an altercation with his 
landlord, Arnold Fashion, at 705 Main 
street 
Curing their quarrel Buekton 


struck his victim in the head with a 
bowlder, crushing his skull, from the 
effects of which Pashion died a few 
days later. 


Just as the fire bells were ringing 


12 o'clock a man hobbled into Central 
police station and, walking up to Lieu- 
tenant Winters, said: "I want to give 
myself up." 


""What do you want to give yourself 


up for?" queried the officer. 


"I killed a man in this city two years 


ago, and I can't stand the worry any 
longer, end 1 determined to give myself 
up and let the law take its course." 


Lieut. Winters realized the import- 


ance of the case and at once took the 
man before Chief Deitsch. 
The stran- 


ger repeated 
his statement and a 


search revealed a warrant for his ar- 
rest, which had been sworn out short- 
ly after the crime had been com- 
mitted. 


To a reporter Buckton gave the fol- 


lowing account of his crime and his 
subsequent wanderings. 


"On tho day of the trouble the wom- 


an I was living with had some trouble 
with Arnold Pashion, who kept a shoe 
store at 705 Main street, and from 
whom we rented a room. Pashion anc 
his stepson took their spite out on me 
and when 1 went home on the night o: 
March 21, 1 know there would be troub- 
le, and 1 put a bowlder in my pocket. 
When I got in the house Pashion went 
after me with a knife, and I hit him in 
tho head with the bowlder. I left the 
city, and went to Louisville, where ; 
worked at my trade as tinsmith, 
started for Evansville and was thrown 
off a train nnd badly hurt. I will never 
get well, and I concluded to give mv 
self up. I have been in St. Louis anc 
Piqua, 0. 
I could never stay Ion 


in any one place. Last October I came 
to this city, and I have been in the hos 
pitnls off and on ever since. My broth 
er, who killed Gus Wiehe, is in Mil 
waukee. I have not seen him for two 
years or more."

CHAPTER II.—THE MURDER OF 


THE USURER. 


It was late, but I resolved to read the 


riddle that night There could be no 
great difficulty in It. 1/would but search 
the liles of the newspapers until I found 
a crime in which such a garment as 
that old overcoat figured with promi- 
nence.

elry of extravagant women, holding the 
gems in pawn while hia client* wore 
''paste" which he provided. 


Kohufeld livud in an old wooden 


house that age had made as gray as a 
spider's web. 
His visitors caine by 


night, or if that could not be managed, 
they entered an undertaker's shop next 
upon the right, and passed through a 
door In the wall between the two build- 
lugs. 


The usurer's daughter cared for his 


house, and was its only occupant It 
was she who found his body on the 
morning after the crime In. the room 
where he always received visitors. Her 
cries brought the police, and the work 
of detection was at once begun. Kohn- 
feld had been stabbed in the throat. He 
tmd fallen before the door of his safe, 
which the murderers had afterwards 
rifled. 
Documents of various kinds 


were scattered about the usurer as he 
lay dead, and most of them were steep- 
ed in his blood. 


As to the robbery which followed the 


murder, there was much mystery, 
Kohnfeld's books of account had been 
burned in a grate, evidently for the 
purpose of obscuring' the thief's trail. 
However, the daugher had a fair idea 
of what was in the safe. She was sure 
that there was very little money and no 
jewelry of any worth. No client of 
Kohnfeld's would have expected to 
find such valuable things there, for it 
was well known that he trusted chiefly 
in the security of a safe deposit com- 
pany's vault.

Continuing the story of the crime as 


It appeared in my notes, I 'found two 
other Items of Interest One related to 
a footprint of the murderer In his vic- 
tim's blood. It permitted of accurate 
measurement The. other had to do with 
some bonds which had been taken from 
the safe. 
These-bonds were really 


the only Intrinsically valuable articles 
known to have been stolen. Miss Kohn- 
feld could say no more about them than 
that her father had got them from his 
safe deposit box on the day of his 
death. He had expected to sell them to 
a man whose name she did not know. 
The purchaser had not called. 
The 


bonds were issued by a Western city, 
but she could not tell Its name. They 
were 
easily 
negotiable, nnd were 


worth about $45,000. 
' 


A Central Office detective had woven 


a fine-spun theory regarding these 
bonds. He had found a peculiar mark 
In the blood upon the floor, and another 
mark on the blotting pad that covered 
Kohnfeld'e table.
